It Seems He is Milled for Keeps this 

Time. 

Kansas Orry, April 3.—At nine o’clock 
this morning the notorious outlaw, Jesse 
James, was shot and instantly killed at 
St. Joseph, Mo., by Robert Ford, of 
Richmond county. J it appears, 
has been living in that city since the 
8th of last November under the name 
of Thomas Howard. Robert Ford, the 
slayer of James, and his brother 
Charles, have been shadowing Jesse 
James for many months past, following 
him from place to place, their 
purpose being to kill him the first time 
an Opportunity offered; but they never 
succeeded in finding him unarmed till 
this morning. The boys went to St. 
Joseph about one week previous to this. 
They had ingratiated themselves into 
the confidence of James, claimin — 
they were train robbers and 
thieves. For once Jesse was

and he seems to have believed all the 
words told him. The Fords, imme- 
diately upon their arrival in St. Joe, 
went to the house at the corner of 
Thirteenth and Lafayette streets, where 
Jesse was living under the name of 
Thomas Howard, and remained there 
until the tragedy occurred, This 
morning Jesse and Ford were talki 
together, and Jesse had just laid his 
— on a table for a moment, when 

ord pulled out his revolver and shot 

Jesse. The ball entered his head be- 
hind the left ear and out over 
the forehead, death being instanta- 
neous. The ‘identity of the robber is 
beyond question. He perfectly an- 
swers the descriptions heretofore given 
of Jesse James, and his assassin de- 
scribed him perfectly, even to the 
marks on his person before the clothes 
were removed from the body.

THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 


In the interest of humanity — the 
better humanity of our own race—we 
deeply regret the President has vetoed 
the Chinese bill. And in saying this 
we plead guilty to being in full sym- 
pathy with the missionary spirit of 


the land—or if you please, the God 


and humanity party. There is no 
known right with which the Chinaman 
is endowed that we would take from 
him, and no wrong that we would in- 
flict upon him. And we believe in the 
great declaration of rights that all men 
are created free and equal, but we 
would insist, nevertheless, that the 
people of a country have an inalienable 
right to dictate as to the kind and 
quality of emigrants they choose to 
admit to citizenship. The correctness 
of this is supported by the practice 
that has ever obtained in this country 
of compelling compliance with our 
naturalization laws before permitting 
the full exercise of the privileges of 
the citizen. 

Our criticism of the conduct of the 
President is tempered by the knowl- 
edge of the great pressure brought to 
bear upon him by the better elements 
of Eastern society, so we utter no words 
of denunciation over the commission 
of the act we so deeply deplore. 

The President's chief objection to 
the vetoed bill is in the period in 
which the Chinese were to be excluded. 
We can hope, in view of the unanimity 
with which the bill passed with the 
greater restriction, that a modification 
will be made that will be agreeable to 
all, and that we will yet have the bill 
with all the benefits we had hoped 
from it. So, as the case is not yet lost, 
we can bide our time. Doubtless the 
response the Pacific States will send 
East will help to secure the passage of 
an amended bill with all substantial 
advantages the vetoed bill contained. 


LET US REASON TOGETHER, 


Never were smiles so bland as those 
that lighted up the countenances of 
our Democratic friends as the news of 
the veto of the Chinese bill passed from 
mouth to ear among our people yester- 
day evening. One would have sup- 


posed some awful calamity had befallen 


the nation, and they, its enemies, were 
celebrating a victory, as was the wont 
of the party when in rebellion days the 
wires flashed the news that some mis- 
hap had befallen the soldiers of the 
Union and the “stars and bars” were 
on the top for the time! But why this 
joy? Is it because thereis yet a chance 
for more competition from the Mongo- 
lians with ourown flesh and blood? Or 
is it because the Democracy are glad 
to see this wrong committed upon our 
people, in the vain hope that a few 
votes may possibly be gained from the 


the President had acquitted himself of 
an act that possibly might result to 
their political advantage, however 
deep the wrong may be to the people 
of the Pacific States and Territories. 
The oft quoted line of Shakespeare 
came involuntarily to mind“ Man 
may smile, and smile, and be a vil- 
lain!“ —at least tis so just now among 
the Democrats. 

It is not long since we had occasion 


and in the columns of the Times to assure 


Democrats that no trifling disagree- 
ment among Republicans over minor 
matters of policy or the appointment 
of ‘subordinate officers would disin- 
tegrate the party. It is a party of 
principle, and its destiny lies .in the 
bands of the intelligent yeomanry, 
mechanics and laborers, who know the 
difference between the spurious and 
the real, and they will bear with the 
lesser evil until they can right it soon- 
er than let the greater evil of a Demo- 
cratic victory come upon the nation. 
No, sir; lay not the flattering unction 
to your soul that the banners of the 
Repablican party are to trail in the 
dust because President Arthur has 
differed in opinion from a portion of 


his party, and exercised his prerogative 


in vetoing a bill the news from the east 
leads us to believe is objectionable to 
a large percentage of the people. Re- 
publicans will rather remain in the 
good company of their own party, and 
make another effort to save the coun- 
try from being overrun by a people an 
acquaintance with whom creates an 
aversion for. 


THE RAILROAD SITUATION. 


Private advices confirm the quite pos- 
itive assertion we hive before given 
publicity to, that the California South- 
ern road—the branch now being con- 
structed between San Diego and Colton 
—has passed into the hands of the 
Southern Pacific Company, and when 
completed will be worked as a branch 
of the latter. And so the long matured 
hopes of our San Diego friends of hav- 
ing a trans-continental railroad all their 
own, as per the programme of the late 
Col. Scott, and the after rose-colored 
promises of the later Col. Nickerson, 
are swept ruthlessly away, and the city 
of fine climate and harbor falls back 
upon its original resources, save the 
loss of its city front, and the thousands 
of acres made over to the railroad mag- 
nates of broken promises! This is a 
calamity, and the entire Southern por- 
tion of the State, and our adjacent ter- 
ritory, will extend to the long-suffer- 
ing speculators of San Diego deep sym- 
pathy in their dire distress. 

And now what of the future? A 
correct answer to this question is 
interesting, as two harbors are 
awaiting development, and two cities 
are to be benefitted ot injured, as the 
policy of the railroad company may 
see fit to favor the one or the other. 
Will the Southern Pacific forget its 
promises to use its utmost efforts to 
develop the San Pedro harbor, or was 
that but “taffy” to the land-owners 
along the water-front whose lands they 
wanted, and at the same time a men- 
ace to the Atlantic ahd Pacific Com- 
pany that if they attempted to open up 
a rival to San Francisco at San, Diego, 
the Southern Pacific would chéckmate 
by bringing the navies of the world 
and the steamship lines of the Indies 
to the better harbor of San Pedro? 
Under the policy of getting the most 
money out of their business possible, 
may not the railroad company, in the 
near future, find the landing of 
| freights dangerous at San Pedro, and 
so sink the Los Angeles, the Cricket, the 
Elmonte and the Mud Hen, and after 
hauling down the broad pennant of 
Admiral Banning, compel all our 
ocean business te go over the longer 
route to San Diego? Would this be 
strange? Yes; but is it any stranger 
than the policy that tore down the 
wharf at Santa Monica and compelled 
the commerce of this city to pay tribute 
to the lighters plying between San Pe- 
dro anchorage and Wilmington? Possi- 
bly this speculation is but aspeculation, 
but there is in it a vision of business 
for San Diego far more hopeful than 
any she has enjoyed during the past 
twelve years. And should the Southern 
Pacific continue to receive its coal in 


an unreasonable stretch of imagination 
to suppose the company would save 
the great labor and expense of lighter- 
age, and unload from ships directly to 
the cars at San Diego! 

But, whatever may be the local 
policy of our railroad company, one 
thing may, in our opinion, be con- 
sidered settled, and that is the un- 
doubted probability that we are to 
have no competing road across the 
Continent that will benefit Southern 
California. So completely has the Cen- 
tral and Southern Pacific covered the 
ground, and monopolized the harbors 
and approaches thereto, that capitalists 
will be deterred from risking their 
mohey in a competing enterprise that 
has little in it to promise returns, And 
this settlement has in it much that is 
good if we are minded to profit by it. 
By accepting the situation we shall not 
be tantalized by promises of gains and 
advantages that have no reasonable 
hope of realization. And then, if our 
freight burdens become more oppres- 
sive, we may learn the useful lessons of 
self-reliance, and put forth our own 
hands for our relief instead of vainly 
begging for aid that will not come. It 
is far better to be content with the 
policy that has given us a road and so 
vastly improved our facilities, reduced 
our expenses for transportation and 
increased our business, and labor to 
make the best of the situation than to 
stand waiting and doing nothing.

Thesprop- 
osition if carried out evould relieve the 
President of a most arduous and disa- 
greeable duty, and do much to purify 
our political system from corru ptions. 
that have been engendered under the 
purest administrations and will con- 
tinue to be while menareactuated by 
selfish and mercenary motives. 

With the Postmaster the entire peo- 
ple in the circuit of his delivery have 
to deal, and they are better qualified 
to judge of his suitableness in many 
particulars, than is a President who 
does not know him, or a member of 
Congress, whose only care is to reward 
some political friend. There must, of 
course, be a due regard paid to qualifi- 
cations in the candidate, and of this 
the people who know the man are 
better qualified to judge than is the 
administration to whom he is unknown. 
It is very rare that the appointment of 
a Postmaster gives satisfaction to a 
majority of the people, and he enters 
upon the discharge of his onerous 
duties, unsupported Ly the sympathies | |, 


of his fellow citizens, and disheartened | o 


by the criticisms and fault-finding of 
his numerous opponents. An election 
by the people would mend all this, and 
then if a poor selection is made the 
people have only themselves to blame 
for it. On the whole, we think it best

THE LICK OBSERVATORY. 


Few men have done more for their 
succcessors than did the late Mr. Lick, 


in donating from his princely estate a 


fund for the erection of an astronom- 
ical observatory. The amount of the 
donation for this object was $700,000, 
and the purpose was the construction 
of an observatory to contain the largest 
telescope in the world. The glass for 
the instrument has been contracted for 
at the sum of $50,000, and it is 
thought it will not be completed for 
three years yet. The observatory, 
when completed, will consist of a 
large dome for the thirty-six inch tele- 
scope; a smaller dome, containing a 
twelve-inch equatorial; a still smaller 
dome furnished with a four-inth comet 
seeker; a photoheliograph house; a 
six-inch meridian circle; and a transit 
house containing a four-inch transit 
instrument. 

The observatory is being constructed 


on one of - the three peaks crowning |. 


Mount Hamilton, distant from San 
Francisco 76 miles, and by air-line 
from San Jose (the nearest railroad 
station) 13 miles. A road has been 
constructed from San Jose to the 
observatory, costing Santa Clara county 
$73,075.01. It is known as Lick 
Avenue, and is maintained at the ex- 
pense of the county. In order to avoid 
any heavier grade than six feet in one 
hundred, it was necessary to make the 
road 26 miles in length. 

It is thought it will be at least five 
years before the observatory will be 
finished, and then it will be turned 
over to the Regents of the University 
of California, of which the observatory 
will’thereafter form the astronomical 
department.

Much Neglected. 


Farmers would find it profitable to 
devote more attention to this valuable 
product, in view of the fact that it is 
easily cultivated and realizes a good 
rice at all seasons of the year. The 
Los Angeles Broom Factory is compelled 
to import large quantities from the East 
on account of the small amount raised 
in Southern California. It will grow 


well in any soil adapted for corn, and 
thg ground must be prepared the same 
as for corn. Abont two and one-half 
uarts of seed is sufficient for one acre. 
t endures drought better than corn, and 

ssing a thick foliage, it protects 
itself against weeds, thus requiring less 
cultivation. 

A good yield of brush is about one-third 
of a ton to the acre. It is cut in agreen 
state and cured under well protected 
sheds, The seed, when mixed with corn 
and ground, makes valuable feed for 
stock and poultry, especially young 
chickens. The yield of seed is fully 
equal to that of corn, and requires less 
expense to harvest. Compared with 
wheat or corn, as a crop, broom corn is 
more profitable and always in demand. 
The . Angeles Broom Factory fur- 
nishes seed gratis to those who will 
undertake its cultivation, and it is to be 
hoped that the farmers will hereafter 
give this subject the attention it deserves.

FOR THE BEE-KEEPER. 


bee-keeper ought to know: 

1. That the life of a worker bee, 
during the working season, is only 
from six to eight weeks’ duration, and 


live to see seven weeks. 
2. That a worker is from five to six 


hive for the first time to take an air- 
ing, and that it is from fourteen to six- 


either pollen or honey. 

8. t all swarms engaged in 
building comb, when they have not 
a fertile queen, build only drone comb, 


breeding apartment should be worker 
or b comb, except a very small 
quantity of drone comb, four inches 
square ing amply sufficient. 

4. That the more prolific the queen 
is, the more young bees you have, apd 
the more surplus honey will be gath- 
ered, other things being equal. 

5. That you ought never to cut 
mouldy combs out of the bives, for the 
reason that you should never allow it 
to become mouldy. 

6. That you ought never to double 
swarms or stocks of bees in the fall, 
because you ought to attend to that 
and make them strong during the 
summer, by taking brood from the 
strong stocks and giving it to the 
weaker... 

6. That a drone-laying queen should 
be taken away, and one producing 
workers be put in her place, else the 
colony will soon come to naught. 

8. That as a rule, as soon as an 
Italian queen ‘shows si of old 
or feebleness, the bees themselves will 
supercede her. 

9. That all colonies should be kept 
strong, in order to be successful. 

10. That every hive should contain 
about two thousand cubic inches in the 
breeding department.

COUNTRY ROAD-MAKING. 
[Country Gentlemen.] 

The main point to be kept in view 
from first to last, in making country 
roads, is drainage. No road can be a 
success without drainage, wheth- 
er natural or artificial, surface or un- 
derdrain. The latter is preferable, for 


require an underdrain will remain so 
for a comparatively short time only on 
a traveled road. The accumulating 
dust and dirt soon prevent free drain 

age. Water should not be allowed to 
accumulate at any time, or for any 
length of time, on the road-bed or in 
the side ditches. The road-bed cannot 
be kept dry with stagnant water in 
the side ditches. ese ditches 
should never be so deep as to cause 
a wagon to tip over if the 
wheels on one side should accidentally 
run into it. If the grade is such as to 
require a deeper ditch it sheuld be in 
the form of an underdrain. A three- 
inch tile laid through the center of the 
roadbed in the direction of its length, 
at a depth of three feet below the sur- 
face, with an outlet every forty rods, 
would be beneficial to almost all roads, 
no matter through what soil they run. 
In spring and fall, and in open win- 
ters, the benefit of a center underdrain 
is beyond question. The inclination 
should be one to one hundred and 
twenty-five in the direction of its 
length to secure effectual drainage. A 
similar drain under each side ditch 
would be money well invested.
